Charles Jl. Searcy, State Kepublican 
Chairman, says that little significance 
Is' to be attached to the Democratic 
cry of fraud. He repeated hla state- 
ment made Wedneaday that if the Unal 
count ravealed that Senator J. C. W. 
Beckham had been elected by a plu- 
rality of one vote "the itepublloans 
promise not to whine, hut now, us in 
the past. Intend to show their good 
sportsmanship." 

"On the other hand," .Mr. Searcy 
added, "if it sball be found that Mr. 
Bmst is elected by one vote, he will 
be the next United Statei^ Senator 
from Kentucky, all cries of fraud to 
the contrary notwithstanding." 

Chairniau Searcy issued a statement 
Ftlday night In which he disputed 
claims of any growing majorities in 
the mountains. He compared the vote 
of Republican counties with that of 
Demporatio oountioa and aaid: 

"The total Republican majority in 
the Eleventh District, notwithstand- 
ing Its greatly Increased population Is 
but 80 per cent, greater than the ma 
Jority of 191i». whereas In the First 
Olstrlct, the Democratic Gibraltar, 
with the decreaBed.^pulation, the to- 
tal Democratic party ia almoat MO per 
cent greater." 

Mr. S^uvy then quoted the follow 
Ing "marvelous Increaaea" In the 
Democratic counties: 

Severn District, Scott county, 180 
per cent.; KVanklln county, 105 per 
cent.; Owen county, 107 per cent. 
Woodford county. 240 per cent; Old- 
ham county, 210^^ cent; Clark 
county; 162 per cent; Davifm county, 
880 per cent; Henderaon county, SOO 
per cent; Unioi^ county, 247 per cent., 
and Webster county, 800 per cent.

"Theer were three sets of these 
manufactured family trees, all niali- 
ciousiy false ,111 their implication

gaaealogioal references. Fbr eiampla, 
oaa of them referred to Amos H a r d i ng 
(bom 1764, died 1839) as a black man 
and married to Hulda Trlon, described 
as 'passing for white.'

"As a matter of fact, these elder 
Hardlngs were not only of unimpeach- 
able white blood, clearly traceable 
thnmgivthe anthsntio history tof town 
reoisrds and tsiaUjr Btbla* but HnUa 
Trion was not Amos Hardings' wife 
at all, but his mother. 

"One of the vicious Inventions — tht 
one attributed to I'rof. William Esta- 
brook Chancellor ni Wooster univei- 
sity — state- Uiai this same Amco 
Harding was a West Indian Negro, it 
Is a matter of public raeord that Amos 
Harding was bom' at Port Janrts, N. 

March 10, 1764, and liTSd in the 
Wyoming valley frcui ITTii to IStm. 
when he moved to Susquehanna couj;- 
ty, Pennsylvania, and thence to llicli- 
land coutny, Ohio, where he died in 
UM

"Uuck in the days of (ien. Wayne, 
"Mad Anthony,' one of the distantly 
related ancestors of the present gen- 
eration had been captured by Indians 
aa a child and was nevor restored to 
her Aunily, a poaribla atartiig point 
tor tha original alaate. 

"In the hamlet of Blooming Orove 
were two families of promlennce. One 
was the Hardings, a blue-eyed stock 
who had fought in the Revolatkmary 
war and against the Indians. 

"Nearby lived the Applcman family, 
also ot tha sturdy, .pioneer kind. They 
bad boa ntrlnds, but 111 taaliag arose 
over aome trivial fUng katvaa athe 
neighbors. Itch broka oat In tha com- 
munity~a humiliating vlsltetlo nthen 
as now. The people, especially the 
children, ate too much buckwheat. 
This brought out a rash and both the 
Harding children and the Appleman 
children suffered from it and felt 



"One da yln sduxri one of the Apple- 
man ohUAw tomad to a amall Hard- 
ing and saM: If It weren't for you 
Niggers we Wouldn't have any itch In 

this village,' referring probably to the 
old Indian tale. The insulted Harding 
promptly punched an Appleman nose 
When the tale was taken back to the 
Appleman tamlly It made bad tseling, 
and there war« many tights. 
Revived, Tea a Mnrier. 
"From time to time the echoes of 
the silly accusation died away then 
something would happen to revive It. 
For instance, there was David C. But- 
ler ,a blacksmllk ot Iberta, (X, who 
married a yoimg vomaa-ot the Hard- 
ing stock. The blacksmith had a cna- 
tomer named Smith On October 16, 
1849, they quarreled over money, and 
the customer hurled a nasty remark 
at Duller to the effect that 'nobady 
could expect to get a square deal from 
a man who nu^a da Nigger.' 

"Butler wasted no WDrda« bat threw 
an edged tool at hia iaaalter, kllllBg 
him. He waa arrested, triad far mur- 
der, and convicted, but was pardoned 
within a short time largely because 
public opinion exonerated him. 

"In the next generation the story 
kep» rising, yet never with a scintilla 
o fproof. The home people around 
Uiarlon waro too taatliar vrlth the 
physical appearfmee o ttha Hardlags 
to be Impressed by tha occasional re- 
currence of the ancient Ha They re 
called the personal appesraace of old 
.\mos Harding himself and the rest of 
the stock, and laughed st tbe stocy. 
Crops Vf at WaWm^ 
"It croppsa ap la IMl vban Warren 
G. Harding marriad Floraioe KUag, a 
dangtater ot Amos KUng; a bosl 
man of Marion. She had been married 
before and not very successfully. Her 
father was against her marrying a 
young editor with no assets but a 
struggling rural joumal. He seefs to 
have seised upon the story as a mean%, 
of dissuading his, daughter from the 
marriage. She ignored his iasinua- 
tiona, Investigated the slander and 
satlsfled herself It held not a trace of 
truth. Whereupon she married young 
Harding and was disowned by her 
father. 

'.Mr. Kling walkted the streets of 
.Marion nursing a new grievance and 
repeating the old slander; that is,'he; 
did up to a oartain algbt when Mr. 
Harding went to hbn and aalm some- 
thing. What It waa>aobody knows ex- 
cept Harding, but KUng .Htm repeat- 
ed the slander. 

Story Clreaktei Agala. 
When Mr. Handing inn tor lieu-* 
tenant gDvenior the story was elrcn- 
latad by tbe same suliterranean means 
as now.
